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MITCHELL vs. CORBETT, 


Charley Mitchell, the English boxing cham- 
pion, is here, and unless the unexpected hap- 
pens, he will meet James Corbett, the world’s 
champion, inthe ring in a finish fight. The 
Englishman is accompanied by his friend, 
“Squire” Abington, who declares his willing- 
ness to back Mitchell for any amount of monwy. 
The stakes will be $10,000 a side, but the purse 
is yet unknown. Itis certain to bo a big one, 
as the rival sporting clubs will do somo ‘pretty 
heavy bidding for the contest. That Mitchell 
means business is evidenced by his readiness 
to cover the $10,000 deposited by Corbett, and 
his willingness to accept any fairterms. The 
sporting public is delighted over the prospect 
vf a battle between the two great fighters. 

It is unfortunate that the over zealous immi- 
gration authorities should have interfered with 
the match making upon the day of Mitchell's 
arrival. The ground upon which he was de- 
tained aboard the ship was absurd upon its 
face. The fact that he had been imprisoned in 
England for a simple assault does not make 
him a convict under the law. His crime. ifa 
crime, was a misdemeanor and not a felony, 
As his counsel, William F. Howe, ably put it: 

“If such is the ruling of the Federal authori- 
ties they can stop nine-tenths of all the immi- 
gration to this country in the same way. Any 
man who may have punched another man in 
the nose and has been fined, be it five cents or 
$5. by a magistrate, can be debarred from 
landing. A duke might have punched his 
eoachman and be detained in exactly the same 
way Mr. Mitchell has been. It is all perfectly 
proper to enforce the law against the landing 
of habitual criminals. That’s all right, of 
course, and any one can see the reason and 
justice of such a course; but it matters not 
whether Mr. Mitchell was convicted justly or 
unjustly in this case, itis a piece of the most 
infamous procedure that I have ever heard of 

during my long experience at the Bar.” 
Justice Andrews, of the Supreme Court, 
agreed with Mr. Howe, and promptly discharged 

Mitehell. The English pugilist landed in tri- 

uimph and proceeded at once to arrange a 

match for the world’s championship and a bar- 

rel of money.

The fashionable boarding honse at No. 463 Fifth 
avenue, thiscity,is fullcf trouble. Legal complica- 
tions have arisen and there are scandals galore. Mrs. 
Ida M. Mitchell is the landlady. She isa slight, sweet- 
faced woman with Sonthern manners and Boston ac- 
cent. Sheis going to have the Board of Health look 
into the defective plumbing of the house, which she 
leased from Mrs. Helen E. Chadwick at $4,800 a year. 
She has a couple of lawsuite in reserve, which will be 
brought shortly, and she contemplates tearing down 
the signs of Drs. Davis and Parrish, with full knowl- 
cdge that more law will be invoked on their part. 

Up to date the list of lawsuits includes thecriminal 
action of Mra. Sarah D. Ashley agsivst Dr. Achille Ed- 
ward Davis for assault; Mrs. Ashley's civil suit against 
the same doctor for $10,000 damiges. Mra. Ashley’s 
slander suit for $5,000 ayzainst Dr. Benjamin Parrish.

two slander suits agaiust Mrs. Mitchell by Miss May 
Hart and Mrs, Lillian Woodworth. Mrs, Chadwick's 
dispossess suit against Mrs. Mitchell, and one or two 
others which are being held back because three or 
four downtown lawyers have been choked up with 
business. 

Of course a woman was the causo of the disaster, and 
Mrs. Mitchell as she sitsinths ruins thinks with re- 
gret of the peaceful time before tho arrival of Mrs. 
Baral D. Ashley. She came asa professor of the Del- 
sartean art in search for rooms. 

Mrs. Ashley met the other boarders at table and

Charley Mitchell, the champion English boxer, ar- 
rived at Quarantine shortly before 11 o'clock on the 
night of February 15, on the White Star liner Majestic. 
llecame here expressly toarrange a'maich with James 
Corbett, the world’s champion pugilist. He was pre- 
pared to cover Corbett’s deposit of $10,000 at once. 
Unexpected legal complications prevented his land- 
iug when the Majestic reached her dock on the follow. 
ing morning. 

Acting under instructions from Washington, Col. 
Weber, of the Immigration Bureau, detailed Major 
George G. Wanzer, Chief of the Quarantine Division, 
to board the Majestic at Quarantine and prevent 
Mitchell from leaving the ship. The instructions from 
Washington were to “hold one Charlies Mitchell, a 
passenger, who had recently emerged from an Eng- 
lish prison.” 

It is true that Mitchell served two months in Penton- 
ville prison for assaulting one Savage, keeper of a 
public-bonse in London. and inthe eyes of the emi- 
gration officials he came within the regulation debar- 
ring ex-convicts and undesirable persons. 

Major Wanzer informed Mitchell soon after the 
Majestic left Quarantine, and the burly bruiser was

nearly knocked off his pins. I Mitchell’s party were 
his. backer, Georgé Abington Baird; Bernard Abra- 
hams, Mitchell's solicitor; Mr. Bailey, Squire Abinz- 
ton s secretary,an1 also Abington’s valet. Allof the 
party were dumfounded at this totally nuexpected 
proceeding, and were not slow in denouncing the 
affair as an outrage. 

The Majestic steamed to her dock, but there was not 
that exuberance ameng the incoming coterte of sports 
that wenerally characterizes passengers within a 
stone’s throw of the pier. 

As soon as the Majestic made fast to her pier Major 
Wauzer stationed himself at the head of the gangway 
and forbade any person from boarding the ship. 

Christopher Clarke, Manager of the PoLice GaZETTE, 
and Col. W. E. Harding, representing Richard K. Fox, 
were the first to board the ship and greet the English 
pugilist and his friends. As soon as the legal difficul- 
ties were made known, Howe & Hummel, the famous 
New York lawyers, were requested to look after Mit- 
chell’s interests. 

“What a devil of a stew this is, to be sure,” said Mit- 
chell. 

“Do you think they can do anything to me?” he 
anxiously inquired. “I’m not a convict in the real 
sense. To be sure,I served my two months for that 
Savage affair, Pentonville Prison is a penitentiary, and 
I did not lose my rights of citizenship in Eugland 
for it. 

“Misdemeanor was the offence, and I didn’t go to a 
felon’s prison. I was bailed in the bond of only £5 
after my first arraignment, so you can see how lightly 
they judged me at first.” 

** Mitchell is detained,” *saii Col. Weber, “by my or- 
ders. Several days ago I issued orders to the Contract 
Labor Inspector to iuvestigate the case of Mitchell, 
with a view of ascertaining whether I have jurisdic- 
tion under the law. Col, Lee, accordingly, boarded 
tho Majestic at Quarantine this morning. It is his 
duty to examine Mitchell as to his intentions, and if it 
be fonnd that he comes within the meaning of the 
clause of the law with reference to ‘alien immigrants,’ 
tuen I will order him back to Ellis Island and detain 
him for further examination.” 

Col. Weber was not fully sure that Mitchell's case 
comes under his jurisdiction. It all depends, he 
said, on what the fighter’s intentions are. If he 
comes here to take upa permanent residence, then 
Col. Weber thinks he will have jurisdiction, and may 
decide to send him back to England as a rejected im- 
migrant. 

“The words ‘alien immigrants,’” said the colonel, 
“constitute a defect in the law which I called attention 
to before the Owen bill was signed. 

“I have repeatedly called the attention of the [mmi- 
vration Committees, both in the Senate and the House 
of Representatives, to the dofect, as exhibited iu the 





protracted workings of the law, but for some reason 
nothing has been done or attempted to be done to rem- 
ady the defect. 

**The courts have deciied, practically.thatan alien 
im migrant is one who comes here for permanent settle- 
ment. Hence, it is possible that Mitchell may escape,

by that technicality, into the country, if he repudiates 
his former statement that he proposed to take up a 
residence in New York. 

“I will examine the manifest, should Lee‘decide to 
send him to Ellis Island, and ascertain what he had 
declared his intentions to be. That will be the princi- 
pal evidence for or against him, and will govern wy 
disposition of the case. 

“Most any class of immigrants can come in under 
the present law if they care to lie abont their inten- 
tions, and therefore Iam not certain but that I will bo 
obliged to admit this man Mitchell.” 

Mitchell was notified that Corbett had posted $10,000 
to bind a match, > 

“That's good,” said Mitchell. “I will cover that 
money as soon as I can getashore. I havecome here 
for the purpose of making a match to decide the 
championship of the world. The conditions named by 
Corbett are perfectly agreeable to me.” 

“When do you care to fight ?” was asked. 

‘In six weeks if necessary, or any reasonable time, 
for that matter,” Mitchell replied with some spirit, 
“My money has been up in London, but that makes 
little difference. I'll have Corbett’s money covered 
inside of twelve hours.” 

Lawyer Howe, in speaking of the detention of 
Mitchell, said: 

* This thing is the greatest outrage ever perpetrated. 
Itis inconceivable how such a thing could ever take 
place. If such is the ruling of the Federal authorities 
they can stop nine-teuths of all the emigration to this 
country intbe same way. Any man who may have 
punched another man in the nose and has been fined. 
be it 5 cents or $5, by a mayiatrate,can be debarred 
from landing. . 

“ A duke might have punched his coachman and be 
detained in exactly the same way Mr. Mitchell has 
been. 

“It is all perfectly proper to enforce the law against 
the landing of habitual criminals. That's all right, of 
course, and any one cau see the reason ani justice of 
such acourse; but it matters not whether Mr. Mitch- 
ell was convicted justly or unjustly in this case, itisa 
piece of the most infamous procedure that I have ever 
heard of during my long experience at the Bar. 

“He was not convicted of a felony, but of a simple 
assault. I shall have Mr. Mitchell before Justice An- 
drewsinthe Supreme Court at 2 o'clock this after- 
noon, and then Major Wanzer, whoever he is, will 
have a chance to explain why he is detaining our client 
against his will.” 

At 1 o’clock Mitchell left the ship and went before 

Judge Andrews in the Supreme Court Chambers, on a 
writ obtained by his counsel. 
’ Lawytr Howe made an effective speech denouncing 
the pugilist’s detention as an outrage. He declared 
that he had not been convicted of a felony and con- 
sequently he did not come under the head of the con- 
victlaw. The [mmigration authorities had no evi- 
dence to show that Mitchell could be legally detained 
and he was immediately discharged. 

The English champion and bis friends left the Conrt- 
room and came direct to the Potice Gazetre office 
where a reception was held. 

Owing to the delay caused by the legal complica- 
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tions, Squire Ab.ngton, Mitchell's friend and backer, 
was unable to get a draft cashed. and the covering of 
Corbett’s $10,000 forfeit was postponed until the fol- 
lowing day.

The Coming Fistic Carnival 
in New Orleans. 


THE PUGILISTS IN TRAINING. 


The coming big pugilistic carnival which wil begin In New 
Orieans on March 1, promises to attract thousands ef sporting 
men to the Crescent City from ail parte of the United States and 
Canada, The carnival will be inaugurated In the Olympic Ath- 
letic Club and will end in the New Crescent Ciub. President 
Dickson of the Olympic Club is leaving no stone antarned In 
completing arrangements for the three big events the club has 
slated for the first week in March. 

The Grst battie which will inaugurate the fistic carnival will 
be the con*est between Tommy Ryan of Chicago, whe attached 
welter-weight champion of America to his name, although there 
is no such recognized title, and George Dawson of Australia. 
The latter is, with the exception of Tom Williams, the best 140- 
pound boxer in Australian, and he is a clever hurricane fighter, 
who depends more on landing effective biows than science, like 
the general run of Australian pugiiists. Ryan is without doubt 
the champion of America at his weight. 

He has proved this fact by his prowess in the orthodox twenty- 
fuur-foot ring. He has a legion of western sporting men behind 
him who will bet heavily on his chances of defeating Dawson. 
Judging by Ryan's battles in this country and Dawson's vic- 
tories and defeats in Australia and on the Pacific Slope, the 
battle between these 140-pound pugilists on March 1 will be a 
stubborn and well contested one. 

On March 8, t'xe great battle between Joe Goddard of Aus- 
tralia, and Ed Smith the well known heavy-weight of Denver, 
Col., will take place. The battle is at catch weights for $5,000 
aside and a purse of $10,000. It will be Goddard's first fiyht 
in the historical ring of the Olympic Club. Batt Masterson of 
Denver will jead a big delegation from Coloradu to see the con- 
test, while Al Spink of St. Louis and Tom Allen will take a big 
delegation from that city. 

The betting on this battle will no doubt be 2 to) on Goddard, 
for the majority of sporting men believe that Smith is out- 
classed. The Denver heavy-weicht champion is a clever boxer, 
and a stromg, well-made, powerful athiete, and he is an adept 
with the pivot blow, Goddard on his reputation and fistic form 
should defeat Smith, but the latter will hurry the Australian for 
& round or twoand longer if he fights on the defensive. The 
principal betting transactions on this battle are not on the result 
but on how many rounds it will take Goddard to win. 

Between the Ryan and Dawson and the Goddard and Smith 
batties will be the wrestling match for $3.000 and the champlon- 
ship of America. This match was arranged at the PoLice 
Gazette office when the following articles were signed: 


We, the undersigned, Ernest Roeber, of New York, and Evan 
Lewis, of Wisconsin, do hereby agree to engage in a wrestling 
contest to &@ finish, befure the Olympic Ciub, of New Orleans, 
La., on Thursday, March 2, 1893. nt 9 o'clock p.m. sharp, for a 
purse of $2,000, thé winner to receive $1,600 and the loser $500 
of sald purse. 

The contest to be according to “Police Gazette” rules. The 
principels to toss for choice of sty!e for first bout. The club is to 
select the referee and official timekeeper, each of us reserving 
the right to appoint a timekeeper to represent us, said time- 
keeper to be subject to the approval cf theciub. The referee 
shall have the power to stop and decide the contest if, in his 
opinion, the game becomes wo brutal, or when humanity may 
domand it. 

Should either of us commit a deliberate foul, thereby injuring 
the other's chances of success, the one so doing shall lose all in- 
terest in the aforesaid purse. 

To guarantee the faithful performance of the above obliga- 
tions, we each hereby agree to deposit the sum of $250 in the 
hands of the Olympic Club. Should either of us fall to appear at 
the proper time and piace, the one so doing shall forfeit his de- 
posit. 

The above wrestling contest to be two falls catch-as-catoh- 
can style, two falls Greco-Roman le, and in the event of the 
contest not being decided in four falls, the one winning a fall In 
thé shortest time to have the privilege of naming the deciding 
fal; which must be either Greco-Roman or catch-as-catch-can.

The wrestling contest, in its line, will create a furor, and 
those who never saw a genuine wrestling match will bo well 
plensed. 

The week fullowing the Olympic C!ub carnival will bo the Cros 
cent Athletic Club fistic programme, which will be luangurnted 
on March 7 by # battle royal between Austin Gibbons, of Pater- 
son, N J., and Mike Daly, of Bangor, Me. This battle will bo a 
low and protracted straggie and will last several-ours, unless 
Gibbvos fists on new tactics or Daly cuts the pace. 

Foliowing this battie will be the great atrngglie between Jim 
Hall, of Australia, the conqueror of Ted Pritchard, and Bob Fis- 
simmons, the middle-weight champion of the world. They will 
fight at catch weights for the largest parse ever fought for— 
940.000 

Fitzsimmons commenced hard work at Bay St. Louis on Feb. 
6, and will keep it up until he meets Hallion March 8. He is so 
confident of beating Hall that he has announced that he will not 
be in New Orleans 24 hours altor the fight, but will start imme- 
diately for New York and get ready to go out with his show. 

Hall {s training at Lakewood, N J., under the mentorship of 
Jenn Kline, of Beloit, Wis. Hall and his trainer live in a pretty 
little cottage on Sixth street, while their gymnasium Is located 
over a biacks:nith shop on Meadow avenue. 

There was one feature of Hall's training that caused several to 
shek@ their heads, and that was the violent character of the 
work he did. True, he is but twenty-four years of age and 
otront asa lion, but it was asserted by veteran foliowers of tho 
rings that such hard work would have a tendency to make tho 
fighter slow. He started in « vigorous manner with a somer- 
saMt. Then, with bis head and feet resting on the ground, ho 
mame a bridge of his body, and Kline stood with both feet on 
Hall's stomach. Afterward Hall turned several handsprings, 
and then remarked pleasantly: ‘‘If I get whipped you see I can 
Join a circus.” 

The next feature was a neck-strengthening exercise. Two 
forty-pound dumb bells were fastened. to one end of a rope. the 
other end of which was drawn over a bar about five feet from the 
ground. There was no pulley to render the lifting of the weight 
an ensy matter. The free end of the rope was attached to a belt 
that fitted over Hall’s forehead. Putting his head down ho 
lu egedd’ forward until he lifted the elghty pounds to a level with 
thd bar. He repeated this several times, and then lowered the 
belt to his chin. 

“That's Very good for the neck " he sald at the close. Follow- 
ing the neck+breaking feat he and Kline tossed a 18-pound med- 
icine ball for 29 minutes, after which he performed on the hori- 
sontal ladder, That was foliowed by hopping and Jumping over 
a rope, and then he began to punch the bag. Hall does not 
punch the bag for artistic effect. He never taps it, but slugs as. 
hard as he can from beginning to end. He goes at the leather 
with gront fer: city. as thengh ged in a genuine battle, and 
the thumps he gives it would make a human being feei tired. 
Ky this time Hall was perspiring freely, but not breathing hard 
The next took the skipping rope and jumped 2.076 times, ending 
with a spurt. He wore a woollen mask over his face while skip- 
ping He has done 3,600 skips without app td fort. He 
finished an hourand a half of solid work by wrestling with 
Kilne, atter which he was rubbed down and went home for a 
rest, previous toa light supper. He retires at 9 each night. 

Iiall now weighs 168 pounds, which surprises him, in view of 
the hard work he hasdone He expects tv enter the ring at 170 
pounds, and ts confident of winning. Speaking of the match he 
sald. 

“IT de not believe In biowing, but I feel sure of beating Fits- 
simmons. law certainly as big aud strong as Fits, 1 am not

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| behind him in selence, and I have beaten better meu than he 
He never whipped as good a man as Pritchard. I beat Firgsim- 
mous fairly once, and am sure I can do it again.” 

Warren Lewis said he did not see how Hall could lose.

PROPOSED NEW BASEBALL RULES. 


The Playing Rules Committee of the National League have 
decided on a novel course. The committee, which is composed 
of Jonn T. Brush. C. H. Byrne and H. R. Von der Horst, have 
prac ically completed the report which they will submit to the 
League meeting on Maren 7, and they have determined to make 
the baseball pnbile acquainted with the substance of their re- 
port previous to handing it to the League for tte consideration. 
In substance the committee will report as follows: 

First—No enlargement of the Infleld now In nee. 

Second—Removal of the pitcher from his present position to 
the centre of the infleld, abolish the pitcher's box and substitute 
therefor « boundary plate covering a 12-inch space, to which the 
pitcher will be confined. 

Third—Abolition of the flat bat. 

Fourth—A lucid definition of a balk. 

Fifth— A simplification of the rules pertaining to the actual 
playing of a game. 

Sixth—The codifying of all rules applying to the duties, pow- 
er and responsibilities of umpires. 

Seventh—A rule governing official scorers, which provides 
that aplayer who makes a sacrifice hit which advances a base 
runner shall not be charged with a time at bat, 

The above are the most important propositions, but many 
others will be suggested. 

The proposal to enlarge the Infield by making the distance be- 
tween bases 93 feet, also carried with it a proposition to put 
the pitcher in the centre of the enlarged diamond. This would 
have made the distance from the home plate to the second 
base 131 feet 6 inches, and the distance from the pitcher's box 
to the home plate 65 feet 9 inches. The present distance from 
the home plate to second base is 127 feet 2 inches. The distance 
from the home plate to the forward line wf the pitcher’s box is 60 
feet. The pitcher's box is 6 feet 6 luches long by 4 feet wide. 

The pitcher in delivering the ball, is compel.ed to koep one 
foot on the rear line of the box, which makes his actual distance 
from the plate 65 feet Ginches. Le is, h«wever, permitted to 
take one step in delivery, and that stride cuts down the distance 
5 fowt. 

If the pitcher is placed in the centre of the diamond, he would 
be exactly 63 feet 7 inches from the piate. This would Increase 
the pitching distance by 8 feet. It is supposable that the pitcher 
will be compelled to keep one foot in the 12-inch space and step 
forward with the other, With the stride he would cut the dis- 
tance down to 67 feet, so that as «4 matter of fact the real in- 
crease in the distance would not be more than 7 feet. 

The object of the abolition of the flit bat is to remove an an- 
nosing and unnecessary feature of the game. 

The balk needs « lucid definition, or, rather, enforcement of a 
Incid rule. Balking was a common practice inst season, and 
umpires either doubted the lucidity of the rule, or else wero 
afraid to enf ree it 

It is evident that the sacrifice hitter was entitled to some re- 
ward, and subtracting a time at bat for each time he advances a 
base runner is certainly a fair propusition.

KENTUCKY DECIDES AGAINST POOL SELLING.

Abbott must 
be admired for his nerve in desiring to fight McAuliffe, whose 
long line of victories, both in amateur and professional ranks, 
have never been sandwiched by defeat. Probably Abbott is 
alter the losing ond of some big purse.

“So those two terrific hitters, Slavin and God- 
dard, both New South Welshmen, are to meet in America. As 
you remarked last week, it is a pity they should go for one 
another, for one is bound to go out—and go out much damaged 
for future reference. It is very fashionable here, and no doubt 
it Is in Melbourne, for folk to say,’Siavin’ll win easy. He'll punch 
the soul out of Goddard.in three or four rounds.’ ‘You see 
Slavin knows how to knock a man ont.’ And soon. In reply 
to these cock-sure gentry, I may say, ‘Don’t be too sure of 
Slavin winning.’ Goddard is a deuced hard and awkward man 
to bent, and the fact that Paddy knows how to knock a man out 
don’t go for too much, In face of the fact that both Mick Dooley 
and Joe Choynski also poesessed that knowledge in a marked 
degree, and both put it all in practice again and again, They 
both knocked Goddard down and cut chunks off him and holes 
in him, but they could not knock him out! That time Joe Choyn- 
ski canght him that awful right half upper-cut on the chin, he 
picked Joe up on his fist like a bull, and dropped him harder, 
and awkwarder, and heavier, and noisier than I ever saw or 
heard a man go down in all my varied experience, before or 
since. [is bony knuckles cut Goddard's chin in a gash as 
though it had been struck hy a tomahawk, and for fully six sec- 
onds Goddard was out. Then his wonderful thick head. and 
brute strength, and matchless courage came to the surface, and 
he crawled up, groggy. tis true but quite strong enough and 
clear-headed enough to stall Joe off and wear him down. Can 
Slavin do any more, do you think, or are you prepared to swear? 
He may, but, to my present mind, he is far more liabie to break 
up and weaken under the constant terrific pressure Joe will keep 
him at than was younger, strong, more clever. and totally un- 
abused constitutionally Choynski. And yet Joe had to go, and 
x0 twice in the same way, only quicker the second time. Char- 
le Dunne ‘had Goddard licked,’ and knocked him out of the 
ring. But he didn’t stay out, did he? No; and he mightn’t it 
Paddy Slavin knocked him out of it more than once. And don’t 
you forgetit. I am not saying, just here, that Goddard is going 
to whip Slavin, but hang me if I'm going to say Slavin will whip 
Goddard. Ili think it out some more and tip this thing when 
they are definitely matched and in work.”

VICTORY FOR THE ITALIANS. 


The famous annual pigeon-shooting tournament for the Grand 
Prix was brought to an issue at Monte Carlo on Jan. 31, under 
faultless atmospheric auspices. 

The best of the English representatives went out in the tenth 
round, and there then only remained Signors Vadinl, Guidicini, 
and Raudi of Italy; M. Gaifon of France, and M. de Dorlodot of 
Belgium. The eleventh round reduced the competition to Vad- 
ini, Guidicini, and de Dorlodot. Vadini missed in the twelfth 
round, while the reimaining pair tied with twelve kills each 
They tried an extra round, and again tied with a score of 13 
to,

The Orst and second money, amounting to 27.230 francs, was 
then pevled and divided between Signor Guidicini and M. de 
Dorlodet. The third and fourth money, aggregating 10,000 
francs, was divided between Signor Vadini and Count Gagoll. 

The leading pair resumed shooting to decide the possession of 
the trophy, which was ultimately secured by Signor Guidicini, 
the Belgian having missed once in the fourteenth round. 

This makes the sixth victory for the Italians in the interna- 
tional competition against ten English, two Belgians, one 
French, one Hungarian, one Austrian, and one American. The 
recent winner a!so carried off the trophy in 1886 and 1890.

A little later, however, 
Sharpe seemed to make himself at home in the ring and rally- 
ing like an old stager he commenced to dispute every inch of 
ground with his rival. To the seventeenth round give and take 
had been the order, Sharpe landing continually on Crosby's body 
and the latter countering nearly every time on Sharpe’s face. 
In the eighteenth Sharpe rushed his man and wound up with 
aciean knock down, the frst of the battle, He used Orosby up 
badly then for a round or two, but then Crosby rallied again 
and mixed matters. , To the fortieth round it was neither man’s 
fight, but from that forward 8h had all the best of it. From 
the fortieth to the seventieth round with perhaps a single inter- 
mission or two, Sharpe was on the aggressive and forcing mat- 
ters in Crosby's own corner. 

In the 77th Sharpo went at his opponent like a young tiger. 
Piuckily and well did Crosby try to stem the tide which had set 
against him. He tried to steady himsolf on the ropes, but Sharpo 
would not allow that. Crosby held up his arms to ward off tho 
blows, but made no offer to strike back. Sharpe was desperation 
itself He saw that now or never was the time to win, and ho 
made good the opportunity. It was the fail of Sullivan over 
a-ain and right in the Sullivan corner, and just as Corbett fin- 
ished the old gladiator did Sharpe finish Crosby. Te actually 
pounded his man into insensibility. With Crosby’s hande still 
up and Sharpe fighting him down like a demon, Josh Dixon 
ended the proceedings by throwing up the sponge. Sharpe did 
not see this and only knew the fight was over and that he bad 
won when Charley Daly took hold of and carried him baca 
to his corner, And as Sharpe was taken back to his corner, 
game, brave and resolute Crosby sank into insensibility. For 
fully five minutes he was unconscious. Then he came back to 
life only to know that he had lost the fight he had fought so 
hard and well to win. 
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BILLY MYER’S BROTHER BEATEN. 


A slashing fight was decided-at Dana, Ill, on Feb. 11, between 
Eddy Myer, brother of Billy Myer, and George Lavigne. The 
men fought according to “Police Gazette” rules tor a purse of 
$2,000. Four hundred sports witnessed the battle. Lavigne's 
money was plenty. His friends offered odds that he would 
knock out the Streator boy In twenty rounds. Time was called 
ati:50 a.m. In Myer’s corner wore his brother Billy, Harry 
Cregar and Link Pope. Lavigne was looked after by his 
brother. 

The men got quickly to work. Lavigne played heavily for 
Myer’s body, but had great difficulty in landing, owing to the 
Kid’s great dexterity on his feet and his clever dodging. The 
Myer people claimed first blood tn this round, but the claim was 
not allowed, 

In the third ronnd Myer seriously injured his right hand on 
Lavigne’s head, and during the romaindor of the fight he was 
compelled to do all his jleading with his left. Ie displayed great 
cleverness, and landed ow Lavigne’s face at will, nearly closing 
the left eye of the man from the Sawdust City. Lavigne played 
for Myer’s body, and his blows, when they landed, told heavily. 

In the fourteenth round Myer assumed the offensive, and 
landed two blows fur every one that he received. Up to the 
twentieth round Lavigne pushed the fighting hard into Myer’s 
corner. The twenty-first was the hottest round of the fight, 
both men receiving hard punishment. 

In the twenty-second and closing round Eddie got home in 
the eye and received a hard right In the neck in return. George 
landed twice in the stomach. Myer touched up his opponent’s 
nose again and avoided aswing. Several rapid blows were ex- 
changed. Then, while the men were in Myer’s corner, Lavigne 
landed heavily onthe chin and neck. A terrible punch over the 
heart, and the Streator man went to the floor and was counted 
out.
